in this way protects the fruit buds from 
being killed in the winter and at the 
same time vegetation docs not start so 
early in tbe spring, on account of the 
coolness of the atmosphers, which is 
very chilly but not severely cold at any 
time. 


What would you think of seven 


steamboats leaving one town loaded 
with peaches, and heavily too, so heav- 
ily that one of them being loaded from 
the hold to the hurricane deck, cap- 
sized, at which time several lives were 
lost. 


Tbe quality of tho fruit raised there 


cannot be excelled. 
It is not uncom- 


mon for men to receive as high as eight 
or ten thousand dollars for their orch- 
ard as it stands—-I mean the crop with- 
out picking. 


As there has been some talk of or- 


ganizing a canning company here, or 
rather an excursion party to go up 
there prepared- to can-and buy what 
peaches they want for their own use, I 
would suggest that it would doubtless 
be an enjoyable enterprise, if not a 
profitable one.
